Mr. McCarroll said his department 


would strictly enforce all laws regulat- 
ing sale of beer but he would issue no 
orders relating to sale of beer in dry 
lerrilory or Sunday sale until several 
points had been clarified. 


His action followed denial of the Ar- 


kansas Supreme Court Monday of a pe- 
lilion by C. W. McKcown, Malyern cafe 
owner, for a rehearing of a ruling re- 
quiring him lo pay a ?25 fine for sell- 
ing beer on Sunday. 


The high tribunal held in its opinion 


January 9 that sale of beer of any al- 
coholic content anywhere in Arkansas 
on Sunday is illegal. Relying on this 
opinion, several "towns over the slate 
have ordered sale of the beverage on 
the Sabbath stopped. 


The supreme courl reversed Mc- 


Kcown's conviction on a charge of sell- 
ing beer in dry. territory on a techni- 
cality and remamided the case to Hot 
Spring Circuit Court for retrial by a 
jury. 


The question has been raised as to 


whether sale of beer could continue in 
the 10 dry counties n the stale pend- 
ing retrial of McKeown.

These two men have played along 


together since college days when they 
were football buddies.
